Assessors and Overseers of Poor Confirmed — Import- 
ant Street Railway Petitions. 

Mayor’s InauKurnI Recommendations Debated and Principal Hat- 
ters Tabled. 


The first regular nicctiiiff of the al- 
<5crmcii of 1902 since iiiatipuration. 
took place last MonOay evening. 
President Weed in the chair ami 
Aldermen Baker, Barber. Brown, Car- 
ter, Chesley, Day, Ensign, Hubbard, 
Hutchinson, Kimball, Lothrop,Lowe, 
Mellon, Norris, Pond, Saltonstall, 
Trowbridge and Webster bcinp pres- 
ent. 

JURORS. 

The first buisness was the drawiiifr 
of jurors, and Aldermen Saltonstall 
and Norris were appointed a commit- 
tee to escort the Mayor to the cham- 
ber. The committee immediately 
returned with the Mayor, who as- 
sumed the chair and appointed Alder- 
man Trowbridge to draw the name 
of one Grand juror for Middlesex 
County. Richard M. Lyons was so 
chosen. Alderman Mellen then drew 
the names of Samuel W. George. 
Michael Nolan and Edward A. True 
as traverse jurors and the Mayor re- 
tired. 

STREET RAILWAY HEARING. 

At the hearing upon the petition of 
the Wellesley & Boston Street Rail- ' 
way Co. to double track Washington 
street. West Newton, as far as^Com- 
luonwealth avenue. President Claflin 
said that the location is desired to 
give Auburndale direct communica- 
tion with Nonantiim square. 

The location will necessitate a 
widening of the street and removal of 
the tracks to the center of the street. 
It would then be possible to run the 
Auburm^ale and Lower Falls lines 
independently of C ich other. He believed 
this route was the unanimous senti- 
ment of Auburndale. 

Senator Chamberlain for the Wal- 
tham Street Railway Co. said that as 
his company had presented a petition 
for a location in Auburn and Wash- 
ington streets, coverinc a portion of 
the route now before the board, he ; 
simply desired delay until their peti- ! 
tion could be considered. 

Mr. Wm. H. Mague, an owner of 
800 feet frontage on Washington 
street, seriously objected to the loca- 
tion unless the street was widened. 
It would be a serious damage to his 
property if granted under present con- 
ditions. 

Mr. Andrew Peters said he had 
lived on the street for 45 years, and 
opposite his place the street was less 
than 40 feet wide. He did not want 
a double track. He also' criticized the 
company for running flat wheel cars 
and rattling journal bo.\es. 

In closing Mr. Claflin stated that 
his company expected to do their 
share towards widening the street, on 
a reasonable basis. 

The petition was then referred to 
the franchise committee and the hear- : 
ing closed.

EX-MAYOR FOWLE. 

The followijig communication was 
received from the Mayor: 

To the Board of Alderinjii, — 
Gentlemen : — 

It is my painful duty to announce 
the death at Auburndale, on January 
21st, of the Hon. William B. Fowle, 
for two years a selectman, for one 
year an alderman and for two years 
Mayor of the City of Newton. 

Anticipating your probable wishes 
and to a degree the action whicli you 
might have taken, I directi-d that the 
flags of the city be placed at half 
mast until after the funeral and snit- 
able honors were paid at the funeral 
services. 

I svould suggest that ex-Mayor 
Fowle’s memory be further honored 
by you in such a manner as seems to 
you appropriate.

Alderman Ensign then submilted 
the following minutes: 

•'The Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Neu'ton in noting the death 
of the Honorable William Bentley 
Fowle, its third chief executive, on 
January 21, 1902, records upon its 
minutes its appreciation of a patriot- 
ic, successful and useful life. 

Born in Boston on July 27. 1826, he 
was an honored member of its Com- 
mon Council in 1860, and in 1862 and 
in 1865 when he was chosen us its 
presiding oflicer, which service he 
performed with ability'. 

*^As the captain in 1862 and 1863 of 
a company enrolled in the 43rd regi- 
ment of Massachusetts Volunteers he 
rendered a year's service in the de- 
fence of his country’s riglits and 
honor. 

On his removal to the town of New- 
ton lie entered actively into its mu- 
nicipal life and was one of its board 
of selectmen from 1869 until 1871. 

After its incorporation as a city he 
served in 1877 as u member of the 
board of aldermen and as the city’s 
chief magistrate in 1878 and 1879. 

On his retirement froui oflicial life 
he continued to maintain as a public 
spirited citizen an active interest in 
the city’s best and permanent welfare. 

His recorded acts and words show 
tlie value of hln life to our city more 
than an expression 'and this testimonial 
can declare and we tender to the 


members of hlft family our tcndcre.st 
sympathy in their sorroAV and the 
comforting thought of his appreciated 
useful life. ’ ’ 

In moving the adoption of the 
inintitea by a rising vote and ordering 
a copy sent to the family of Mr. 
Fowle.* Alderman Ensign said that 
while he had no personal acquaintance 
Avith the ex-Mayor, it would seem 
very appropriate that the board honor 
his* memory by the adoption of the , 
minutes. 

The motion was unanimously adopt- 
ed by a rising vole. 

A communication from the Mayor 
suggesting that legislation be ob- 
tained to authorize the payment of 
wages to the widow of John Foley, 
until May 1, 1902, John Foley having 
been accidentally killed wnile in the 
employ of the city. The matter was 
referred to the committee on claims, 
but subsequently withdrawn and re- 
ferred to the committee on legisla- 
tion. 

On the communication from the 
school committee relative to filling 
vacancy in their number caused by 
the removal of Rev. H. Usher Monro, 
from Ward 4, a joint convention was 
assigned for February 17th.

Hillside 
uvcnite and Arlington und Marlboro 
streets; to attachments on Lexington 
street, llaAvthoriie and Aspen avenues, 
Beacon street, Cedar street, Langley 
road, Erie avenue, Hancock avenue, 
Hancock street, Washington street 
and Webster street and to pole loca- 
tions to Gas Co.oii Langley road. 

MAYORS’ ADDRESS— relative to 
subjects recommended by Mayor. 

Alderman Saltanstull thought action 
should be taken by the board on the 
four matters in the latter report, not 
specifically covered by orders, but 
tlie chair ruled, the point being raised 
by Alderman Ensign, that the receipt 
I of the report discharged the com- 
I mittee. 


Orders confirming the sale of $141, 
OOU Mason school bonds and $7U,OOU 
Ash street school bonds were adopted, 
after Alderman Lothrop's explana- 
tion tiiat the bonds ha<l l>eeii delayed 
until Mayor Pickard’s term of oflice 
had expired. 

Orders granting $4,0(X) for interest 
on temporary loans; granting pule 
locations on Hillside avenue. Central 
street, Arlington and Marlboro streets 
to Telephone Co. ; granting pole lo- 
cations on Langley road to Gas Co. ; 
granting attachinents to Telephone 
Co. on Lexington street, Webster 
street, Hawthorne and Asjjeii ave- 
nues, Beacon street, Washington 
street, Hancock street, Erie avenue, 
Cedar street. Chase street, Langley 
I road und Hancock avenue ;und request- 
' ing committee on ordinances to con- 
sider ordinance to make term of 


mayor two years after 1902, were 
severally adopted. 

On the order requesting legislation 
to require compensation for use of 
streets by telephone and gas com- 
j panics, Alderman Hutchinson (jucs- 
I tionccl the advisability of the step. 
Alderman Saltonstall thought the city 
did not bind itself to act by passiifg ' 
this order. Alderman Mellen ex- 
pressed himself as being in the dark. 

! City Solicitor Slocum explained that 
this hill placed an excise tax on this 
kind of cur|>orations ; that it was a 
goiicrnl bill, applying to the Avholc 
state and opened up a new field of 
legislation. Its provisions were com- 
pulsory. If not ratified the petition 
could be withdrawn or referred to 
the next general court, and there 
was a possibility' of a commission to 
consider these matters this summer. 

Alderman Hutchinson did not like 
the idea of committing the city to 
such action and Alderman Saltonstall 
insisted that the committee desired 
an optional tax. The matter was then 
tabled until the next meeting. 

On the order to amend the charter to 
provide for a board of 4principal asses- 
sors, one of whom should have no 
voice in assessing real estate, Alder- 
man Lowe stated that at a hearing 
given the Mayor and assessing de- 
partment, the Mayor had modified 
his recommendation as printed, to 
the plan as presented by the commit- 
tee. 

It was the intention of the commit- 
tee that the three assessors should 
personally assess all real estate, and 
the fourth member should attend to 
the City Hall work. 

Alderman Lothrop thought this a 
step in the right direction, although 
he Avould be willing to give the pres- 
ent asistants equal rights with prin- 
cipals in assessing personal property. 

Alderman Hubbard thought it im- 
possible for 3 men to cover the entire 
city, but Alderman Saltonstall said 
that they could begin as early as they 
wished in this matter, and though the 
first year would be hard, it could be 
i systematized in the succeeding years. 
The assistants were to remain as at 
present, and the city could have the 
benefit of their services at $5 per day, 

Alderman Hutchinson thought it a 
very important matter, and desired a 
more explicit explanation than given 
by the special committee. 

Alderman Mellen Avas also dissatis- 
fied although expressing confidence 
in the committee, and on his motion 
the order was tabled until the next 
meeting 

On the order establishing a com- 
mission to readjust the street light- 
ing system, Alderman Lowe said that 
it Avas notorious that the city paid 
for niaiiv lights and was poorly light- 
ed. He favored the plan of readjust 
inent in order to bring about a more 
equitable arrangement of lights. 

On motion of Alderman Mellen the 
order was amended to include a con- 
I sideration of the feasibility of a niu- 
' nicipal lighting plant and adopted. 

Resolutions relative to lower rates 
of fare on the Boston & Albany Avere 
adopted after amendment by Aider- 
man Ensign, recognizing the N. Y. 
C. & H. R. R. R. Co., as lessees had 
been accepted. 

The various subjects in the Mayor’s 
address not covered by orders were 
then taken up on motion of Aider- 
man Saltonstall. 

The reference of the matter of a 
fire station at Chestnut Hill wa.s 
adopted after a lengthy discussion 
over the Avordiiig of the re:oninienda- 
tion for “immediate and favorable 
consideration.’’ Alderman Mellen 
opposed such language, and said Avhile 
he did not doubt tlie need of such 
action he desired the committee to be 
free to use its oath judgment. Alder- 
men LoAve, Saltonstall and BroAvn all 
spoke on the point that it Avas simply 
the opinion of the address committee, 
and Alderman Mellen’s motion to 
amend Avas defeated. Alderiiiati Hut- 
chinson’s amendment to insert the 
words “in the hope of immediate 
favorable consideration,’’ was also 
lost, the chair incidentally ruling 
that an amendment to a committee re- 
port Avas in order when it intended to 
express the opinion of the board. 

The report of no action necessary 
on the matter of reducing minimuni 
width of street to be accepted to 30 
feet, was adopted, as was the sugges- 
tion that the Chestnut Hill school 
house aAvait a substantial petition and 
a suitable site. 

The recommendation that the ex- 
tension of the provision of the ordi- 
nance requiring removal of snoAV 
from sidcAA-alks aAvait proper peti- 
tions AA’as adopted after brief remarks 
by Aldermen LoAve and Brown. 

During^ the session a recess was 
taken to alloAv the committee on 
legislation to meet, and on reassem- 
bling its report recommending' a peti- 
tion to the General Court for authori- 
ty to make payment to tlie widow of 
John Foley, was received and the 
order therefor adopted. i 

I On motion of Alderman Mellen the 
: thanks of the board were tendered 
the G. A. R. for tne courtesy of coiu- 
plimentary tickets to their festival. 

Alderman Ensign called the atten- 
tion of the members to the Read 
Fund lectures, and at 10.37 p. m. the 
board adjourned.

Washington Letter. 

WashtDRton, Fel}> 3, 11)02. 

The Philippine revenue bill is still 
before the Senate and there seems 
to be a concerted elTort on the demo- 
cratic side of the chamber to delay 
its passage. What the democrats 
have to gain by filibustering is not 
apparent unless they arc hoping to 
enibrass SecretaryRoot and the Phil- 
ippine coiiiniission, nevertheless that 
appears to be their policy. So foreign 
to the question have been the discus- 
sions of some of the senators in 
speeches supposed to be germane to 
the measure that Senator Hoar recent- 
ly suggested that the Senate “con- 
sider the life and character of Mary 
Queen of Scots.” Senator Lodge 
had not attempted to press the pas- 
sage because he first desired that 
the Philippine committee have an 
opportunity of listening to such testi- 
mony as Governor Taft might nave 
to offer. The Governor’s statements 
have all supported the contention of the 
administration that peace is being 
rapidly established and that, Avith the 
funds necessary to carry on the public 
improvements required in the islands, 
the lust vestige of the insurrection 
Avill disappear. Without the build- 
ing of good roads, lioAvever, some of 
the brigaiids'in the more inaccessible 
portions are likely to make trouble 
for some time to come. 

The Senate has ]iassed a bill pro- 
viding for the establishment of a De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor and 
favorable action i.s expected in the 
House. Particularly is tliis assured 
because the House has already passed 
a measure making the census bureau 
permanent, a feature Avhich is practi- 
cally incorporated in the Senate’s 
measure. The republican senators 
have determined upon a program for 
the remainder of the session Avhicli 
provides that the Philippine govern- 
ment bill, the subsidy bill and the 
Cuban reciprocity bill shall be con- 
sidered in the order named. 

The Ways and Means Committee 
has determined upon the abolition 
of the special war taxes and the demo- 
cratic press has been industriously 
engaged in an attempt to place the 
members of the committee in a wrong 
light before the people. When asked 
fur an interview on the subject. 
Chairman Payne handed to your cor- 
rcBpondent a statement which is too 
long for reproduction here, but which 
says, ill part, that the Committee 
had no thought of disposing of the 
Cuban question by reporting in favor 
of the reduction of thq war taxes, 
that the committee had had no con- 
ference on the Cuban matter, and 
that “the bill to reduce war revenue 
tuxes was taken up because it was 
the sentiment of the committee that 
the burdens resting upon our own 
people should be liglitened before we 
turned our attention to lightening the 
burden of other people. ” Mr. I’ayiie 
further assures me that the Cuban 
mutter will receive full and careful 
coiisideratiun before a decision is 
readied and that it will be considered 
at an early date.

AHNUAL 

HOSPITAL MEETING. 

Institution Steadily Pro- 
gressing. 

Reports Read and Officers 
Elected. 

The annual meeting of the Newton 
hospital corporation was held last 
Monday afternoon and was larf^ely at* 
tended. Highly satisfactory reports 
were received and much interest dis* 
played.

ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT. 

The opening year of the twentieth 
century was marked by several events 
in Hospital affairs of more than pass- 
ing interest, incidents which presage 
a wider held of usefulness for this 
institution as time advances. 

During the past year the diphtheria 
ward and administration building 
connected therewith which have been 
provided by the city of Newton, were 
huished and occupied. 

As is well known to those most 
concerned, the scarlet fever ward 
also adjoining the contagious ad- 
ministration building, is now in 
course of construction,and will doubt- 
less be completed during the coming 
spring months. We have been seri- 
ously inconvenienced by lack of this 
second ward for contagious cases, 
and have not been able to do our- 
selves justice or give the staff and 
patients such complete appliances as 
will be in our possession when the 
scarlet fever ward shall be ready for 
occupancy. 

The visitation of small pox which 
came to us during the past year, 
though fortunately of limited extent, 
has emphasiaed at once the value of 
such provision as had been made for 
treating that serious malady, and at 
the same time has forced upon us 
the conclusion (that our accommoda- 
tions for care of measles and small 
pox cases are loadequate, and not in 
accordance with present knowledge 
of requirements for those diseases. 

By removal of the morgue to a 
point more accessible from the gen- 
eral wards of the hospital, it becomes 
necessary, for that and other impor- 
tant reasons, to provide a morgue for 
reception of contagious cases. It 
has been therefore suggested that the 
present measle.s ward be removed to 
a suitable position and fitted for use 
as a morgue in connection with the 
contagious wards, and that the city 
government be asked to provide a 
plain, substantial ward for small 
pox. With this addition to our equip- 
ment, we shall be enabled to care for 
every kind of contagious disease ex- 
cepting tuberculosis, in such manner 
as will give to patients who may be 
so afflicted tbe best possible appli- 
ances now known to the medical art. 
For this fortunate condition we are 
indebted to the intelligent liberality 
of the city government and officials. 

It is exceedingly gratifying to 
know that His Honor, Mayor Weeks, 
is keenly alive to proved advantages 
of hospital treatment. This is illus- 
trated by well chosen expressions in 
the Mayor’s inaugural, from which 
it would seem fitting to quote. He 
says: 

“I believe that a new small pox 
hospital should be constructed by the 
city whenever the trustees of the 
hospital wish it done. No recommen- 
dation to this effoct has been made by 
them, but whenever it is made it 
should receive your prompt atten- 
tion.” 

It will be remembered that at the 
last quarterly meeting of the board 
of trustees, the executive committee 
was authorized to procure plans and 
estimates for such a building as is 
now needed for this purpose, with 
the intention, with this information 
ill our possession, to make formal 
request of the city government in ac- 
cordance therewith. 

As indicated in last year’s report, 
on completion of the two wards for 
contagious cases, a lease for ten years 
was executed by the city government 
to the hospital corporation of the con- 
tagious wards and land which had 
been previously leased to the city 
for a long term, accompanied by an 
agreement in respect to cure of con- 
tagious cases, in conformity with the 
arrangement made between the hos- 
pital and the city government in 1897. 

From numerous inquiries which 
have reached ns, it may be inferred 
that this agreement will form the 
basis of similar arrangements in 
other places. 

Another notable accomplishment 
of the year is contniction of a sub- 
stantial brick male ward to replace 
the former Thayer ward rendered un- 
available by lire. This ward is in 
harmony with all recent atldltions to 
our plant, and will be u lasting com- 
fort to physicaiis, nurses and patients. 

The next building in cuntemplation 
is a model maternity pavilion, to be 
erected on the westerly side of pres- 
ent structures. Mr. Bertrand E. 
Taylor has made a prolonged study of 
this ward, having carefully inspected 
the large hospital recently opened for 


the same purpose in New York, the 
gift of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan. He 
has also been "In consultation with 
oiir regular and consulting staff, and 
others whose special knowledge of the 
rc(|iMrcinents entitle their opinion to 
careful consideration. It is our pur- 
pose in the projected building such 
accommodations and comforts as will 
largely increase the number of those 
seeking benefit of treatment in a 
structure of this character. 

From statistics in an admirable 
article in the National Hospital 
Record by Dr. De'Lec df Chicago, it 
appears that during the year 1900 the 
lives of something like 1 per cent, 
of mothers at time of birth were 
sacrificed, while some 13 per cent, of 
children are recorded as having died 
within a few hours of birth in cases 
where such events occurred in homes. 
Dr. De'Lee pertinently asks. “Is not 
this mortality too great if it can be 
avoided?” and answering his own in- 
quiry he says,— 'It may be,” Dr. 
Dc’Lee further states that no home, 
however commodious or whatever con- 
veniences it may possess, can by any 
possibilitv supply safety and com- 
fort for obstetrical cases in anything 
Ikei the degree to be secured in such 
a building as is now contemplated. 
These and other equally cogent con- 
siderations have so impressed them- 
selves upon the members of our staff 
and others who have given this mat- 
ter thought, as to have led to the 
definitive conclusion that such ap- 
pliances must be provided in con- 
nection with our work. The new ward 
will be built by a number of friends 
of the hospital, as a practical benevo- 
lence which will greatly increase the 
usefulness of the institution, at the 
same time adding appreciably to the 
income account. 

Aided by the courtesy and liberali- 
ty of President Bliss and directors of 
the Boston & Albany and New York 
Central Railroad companies, the hos- 
pital corporation has secured owner- 
ship of the strip of land between the 
contagious wards and crest of gravel 
bank of the railroad company prop- 
erty. This makes a useful addition 
to our grounds, and prevents further 
: possible encroachment through ex- 
cavation by the railroad corporation. 

In consequence of the interest and 
effort of our associate trustee, Aider- 
man Hutchinson, and others, work 
has at length begun on the main 
sewer connection, which at no distant 
date will be connected with the hos- 
pital system. This will afford long 
needed relief, and will in some 
measure obviate the stress of duties 
laid upon the executive committee 
and clerk of the corporation. 

The work of of the hospital during 
the past year, while not as extended 
as in 1900 has been of a most useful 
and satisfactory kind. We continue 
to receive unstinted words of approval 
from those who seenre the ministra- 
tions of our graduate and under-grad- 
uate nurses. It is abundantly clear 
from accumulated evidence in many 
directions, that the qualifications of 
individuals selected from numerous 
applicants, a.s well as training and 
cultivation given to nurses of the 
Newton hospital training school, arc 
of exceptionally high order. 

Owing to excellent work of the 
finance committee, re-enforced by 
valuable co-operation of the Hospital 
Aid Association, at the instance of 
Mrs. Paine, results of Iiospital Sun- 
day collections were larger than in 
any former year, indications pointing 
to a total contribution from this 
source approaching $10 l,DOO. As fore- 
seen by tncise in active management 
of the hospital, cost of maintaining 
the enlarged plant will necessarily be 
much greater, demanding larger in- 
come. Responses thus far in evidence 
to a recent appeal framed by Dr. 
Shiiui for additions to the endowment 
fund, are disappointing. In order to 
insure efficient operation of an insti- 
tution of this character, liberal en- 
dowments are esseniial. It is to be 
hoped that those who have it in their 
power to assist in hospital work will 
not fail to respond to these sugges- 
tions. 

The Hospital Aid Association has 
further extended its invaluable assist- 
ance to the hospital, and is consid- 
ered by the board of trustees an in- 
dispensable adjunct. The Newton- 
vllle Woman’s Guild and many other 
friends have aided us by liberal con- 
tributions in money, useful articles, 
advice and service, all of whom have 
the grateful appreciation of the board 
of trustees. 

In reviewing past experiences, the 
mind naturally rests upon special in- 
cidents of our work illustrating differ- 
ent phases of hospital activity. One 
connected with the Elizabeth Denni- 
son children’s ward is recalled with 
peculiar pleasure, wherein a little 
girl patient, expressing profuse ad- 
miration of the attendants, declared 
that she did not want to leave such 
a beautiful room. Another recalls 
one of our associate trustees seated in 
a ward by the side of a little patient ' 
one afternoon, relieving the tedium of , 
the child’s long, weary hours by giv- 
ing lessons in basket making. Sure- 
ly it is not patients alone who receive 
benefit from hospital environment. 

In the last annual report, fervent 
hope was expressed that the life of 
our associate. Dr. Thayer, might be 
spared. Shortly after this expression, 
Dr. Thayer was taken from us, leav- 
ing a void which it dues not seem 
too much to say none can fill; it 
would not be p(>ssible to over-state 
the extent or value of services ren- 
dered this institution during years of 
unselfish devotion by Dr. Thayer; 
from the very beginning of the work 
here, he was a pillar of defense, a 
steady support and an unfailing 
source of good counsel and cheerful 
aid to his associates on the board of 
trustees, his medical brethren of 
every faith, to nurses, patients and 
all who were in any way brought in 
contact with his helpful nature. 

It may well be doubted whether 
the abinidunt measure of successful 
achievement reached by this liosjiital 
could iiave been attained without the 
presence of liis noble, delightful per- 
sonality. 

He has worthy successors, as he 
had loyal coadjutors. Herein lies our 
chief assurance fur the future; fur it 
is always to be remembered that if 
the extraordinary success of this hos- 
pital in tne past is to be coiitiiuied 
indefinitely, it must be largely as a 
result of that willing work of which 
members of the medical profession, 
amongst all examples of human en- 
deavor, shine as conspicuous exem- 
plars. 

Recently we have again -^lad to 


mourn the Ions of one of our medical 
staff, Dr. Wiley, who had given us 
admirable, long continued support. 

Mr. Otis Pettee, one of the incor- 
porators and since the commencement 
a member of the board of trustees, 
has requested the nominating com- 
mittee to substitute for his name that 
of a gentleman who will have it in 
his power to give more time and en- 
ergy to hospital affairs than is now 
practicable for him. The nominat- 
ing committee has been fortunate in 
inducing a gentleman who has all 
necessary qualifications for this re- 
sponsible and honorable position. Mr. 
W. Claxton Bray, to become a mem- 
ber of the board and also of tbe ex- 
ecutive committee. The committee 
ma^ well be congratulated upon its 
action, which will in a measure offset 
the loss sustained by the retirement 
of our associate, Mr. Pettee. 

With BO much achieved, the need of 
still more opening to our vision, there 
is every incentive to a continuance of 
that loyal, co operative effort which 
has blessed our labors in the past, 
and which will doubtless consecrate 
future endeavor. 

TREASURER’S REPORT. 

I herewith submit my annual report 
for the year 1901. The ‘‘Hot water” 
plant has been installed and paid for 
at a cost of 52,305.01, which included 
changing of pipes to the Nurses’ 
Home. We have also recovered the 
pipes from the Nurses’ Home to the 
contagious wards, built a new coal 
bin, and added a fire escape to the 
Coburn ward, and other minor things 
which were found necessary to Keep 
up the efficiency of the plant. The 
old Thayer ward, having been almost 
wholly destroyed by fire last June, it 
was found imperative to build a new 
Thayer ward. The estimated cost is 
about 513,500, and to pay for the 
same the Emergency Fund was ap- 
propriated, 55,140.97

State House Letter. 

(Special tc tbe drapbte) 

Boston, Feb. 5 
It has taken from Friday until to- 
day for the clerks of the House to get 
in shape the bills and petitions which 
have been introduced. The limit for 
receiving new business expired at five 
o’clock on Friday afternoon last, at 
which time 150 measures were filed 
in the Senate and about 500 in the 
House. 150 of the House petitions 
were, however, petitions In aid of 
bills already introduced. Three 'hun- 
dred and sixty-five measures were ac- 
companied by bills, which had to pass 
through the state printing office, and 
this has consumed a great deal of 
time. The various committees now 
know very nearly what they have to 
do in the next six weeks or so be- 
fore the time expires for making re- 
ports of committees to the House and 
Senate. 

No more comprohensive measure 
has been offered this year than that 
introduced by Representative Dana 
in behalf of Mr. Raymond L. Bridg- 
man of Auburndale, the veteran 
newspaper correspondent of the 
Springfield Republican, which also 
bore the names of many prominent 
Newton clergymen and others. It 
asks for action In the direction of 
the establishment of a world-legisla- 
ture to settle matters of difference 
now too often left to the arbitrament 
of war. There will be a general sym- 
pathy with this effort of “Deacon” 
Bridgman, however difficult the 
scheme may appear as to its execu- 
tion. 

Marcus C. Cook of Beacon Hill has 
introduced once more his petition for 
a law to provide for a greater Boston 
by permitting any city or town which 
adjoins Boston by land or bridge to 
become annexed through a concurrent 
vote. This measure will doubtless be 
considered jointly with the report of 
the greater Boston commission in 
favor of a metropolitan county, which 
has been kept alive from year to year 
by reference to succeeding General 
Courts, The chairman of that com- 
mission, Osborn Howes, Jr., of Brook- I 
line, annually comes before a legisla- 
tive committee to exploit his ideas, 
but that is as far as the matter ever 
gets. 

Theodore C. Hurd, the Middlesex 
clerk of courts, has introduced a pe- 
tition for the appoint:nent of a third 
assistant clerk to receive a salary of 
52500. 

Frank'M. Forbush of Newton, with 
others, has introduced a number of ' 
petitions, one of them seeking to j 
provide for costs in equitable process j 
after judgment, which stipulates that 
judgments shall not be satisfied until 
the dettor has repaid not only his 
indebtedness in installments but all 
costs paid by the creditor. Mr. For- 
bush also has a bill to provide that 
! the judgment of the lower courts 
' may establish a prima facie casein a 1 
. cases appealed to the superior court. 

Mayor Weeks has petitioned that 
i tlie city of Newton may be authorized 
to pay to Mary Foley, the widow of 
John Foley, late laborer in the em- 
ployment of the city of Newton, the 
: wages to which he would have been 
entitled had he lived and continued 
Ihe work for the city until the first 
day of May next. Others ask that 
she have the full year’s pay, 

William H. Baker has again attacked 
the Boston police board, petitioning 
for the appointment of an excise 
commissioner, a police commissioner, 
and a referee in the city of Boston. 
The excise commissioner, who is to 
be appointed by the Mayor witli the 
approval of the aldermen for a term 
of three years. Is to have charge of i 
the granting of liquor liceties, the | 
police commissioner, also to be ap- 
pointed by the mayor with tlie ap- | 
proval of the aldermen for ihrce . 
years, shall manage the police force; I 
while the referee to be apointed in 
the sanie way, shall hear and deter- 
mine all complaints afiectiug the 
revocation of licenses or against po- 
lice officers. Each is to receive a 
salary of $6(XX) per year and be fur- I 
Dished with official stenographers and 
a reasonable number of clerks, and 
each uiay be removed by tbe mayor 
fur cause with the consent of the al- 
dermen. Tlie bill is subject to accept- ! 
aiice by the citizens at the next city | 
election, and the present metropoli- i 
tan police statute is by its terms ■ 
abolished. There is small probabili- 
tv of this bill becuuiiug a law. Mr. 
Baker has also offered a bill on his i

THE ASSESSORS, 
x'hcre seems to be a general senti- 
ment that a reorg^atiization of the 
assessing department is desirable, 
the only difference being as to the 
plan to be established. 

The mayor urges a board of four 
principal assessors, one for City Hall 
work, the other three to have entire 
charge of real estate assessmetits, 
such assessments to be made on the 
judgment of all three, and with the 
fourth assessor to make the personal 
property assessments at City Hall. 
The seven assistant asse.ssors to con- 
tinue to perform their usual work, 
except as above. 

The assistant assessors favor a 
board of ten assessors, to have entire 
charge of both real and personal as- 
sessments. The strong argument of 
the latter is that a large board has a 
wider knowledge of the usually in- 
tangible personal property, and would 
thereby bring larger results into the 
city treasury. The only objection is 
the cumbrousnessfso to ^eak),of re- 
quiring a majority of such a large 
board to make real estate as.sessments, 
as is evidently required by law. 

Granted that both results, that of 
uniform real estate assessments by a 
small number of experts and that of 
wide knowledge of personal property 
by a large board of assesors, why is 
it not feasible to combine the good 
things of both and partially follow 
the lead already set by the City of 
Boston. 

Such a scheme would require a 
board of four assessors and seven as- 
sistants, as proposed by the mayor, 
three of the principal assessors to 
have absolute control over real estate 
values and the entire board of eleven, 
both principals and assistants, to con- 
stitute a dooming board for personal 
property assessments. 

The details of such a scheme could 
be easily worked out and would un- 
doubtedly prove of great value to the 
city. 

THE FOLEY CASE. 

The action of the city in seeking 
legislation to benefit the widows 
and families of deceased city employ- 
ees is not one to be commended as a 
rule. 

If any case is to be favored how- 
ever, it is that of the late John Foley, 
whose 28 years of faithful .service as a 
city teamster was fatally terminated 
*omc weeks ago by his attempt to 
stop a runaway horse owned by the 
city. The city seeks to pay his widow 
the wages which he would have re- 
ceived had he lived and continued to 
labor until May 1, 

The ground taken by the city in this 
matter is subject to criticism a.stothe 
methods pursued, althougli no one will 
object to obtaining the same results 
through means which do not estab- 
lish so dangerous a precedent. A 
similar accident happened only a few 
years ago in NewtonviJIe sc|uare, but 
no municipal aid was invoked in that 
case, and it is hardly fair to treat 
one difTerently from the other. 

\\c suggest that a payment of money 
for the heroic efforts made bv Mr. 
Foley to save city proj>erty from 
damage would be safe ground as a 
precedent, for while the city team- 
sters are expected to care fur proper- 
ty under their control, they ought 
not to be required to endanger their 
lives ill its defence, and if such an 
occasion occurs, they are clearly en- 
titled to extra coinpeiiaatioii.

Funeral services over the late Ail- 
tuiral Lewis A. Kimberly wore held 
last Friday afternoon at the First 
ITnitariaii chnrch of West Newton. 

The edllice was filled with a repre- 
sentative gathering made up of sonic 
of the most prominent naval men of 
the country, together with members 
of the Loyal Legion, Charles Ward 
Post (>2, G. A. R., Mayor Weeks and 
others of the Newton city govern- 
ment, and prominent men and women. 

From the Kimberly residence on 
Perkins street to tbe chnrch the coffin 
containing the mortal remains of Ad- 
miral Kimberly was escorted by 
eight blue-jackets from the U. S, S. 
Olympia and a bugler, under the com- 
mand of a commissioned officer. 

Directly back of the pulpit platform, 
in front of which was placed the bier, 
were admiralty colors and flags of the 
Union. Evergreen and paints made 
a sombre yet fitting background. 

The services, which were In charge 
of Rev. Julian C. Jaynes, began with 
the singing of the hymn, “Prayer 
for Light.” This was followed by 
scripture reading on the part of the 
pastor, who also read Tennyson's 
beautiful poem, “Crosslr^ the Bar.” 

. Rev. Mr. Jaynes then offered prayer 
after which “Abide With Me,” was 
sung by the congregation. 

Services conducted according to the 
G. A. R. ritual followed, and were in 
charge of Commander C. S. Ober, 
Rev. B. F. McDaniel and Mr. H. D. 
Degen of the post. They consisted of 
brief wdrds of eulogy and the placing 
of three wreaths upon the coffin. The 
congregation sang “Abide With Me” 
and the body was taken forward from 
the church. As it passed down the 
front steps the bugler sounded 
“taps.” 

The body bearers were eight sailors, 
and the honorary bearers were Rear 
Admiral George K. Belknap, U. S.N., 
retired, Rear Admiral Luce, U. S.

HOME FOR 

AGED PEOPLE. 

Its Gratifying Condition 
Pleases All. 

Annual Meeting of the Cot- 
poration Held. 

There were many jfratifving indica- 
tions of the excellent niaintainance 
cf the Newton home for affed people 
at Newton Upper Falls at the annual 
meeting- of that corporation held last 
Saturday afternoon at 4 in the parlors 
of the home. Pres. Henry E. Cobb 
presided and more than a score of 
corporation members were present. 
Reports of the officers, including that 
of the matron, were read and accept- 
ed. 

The corporation then chose these 
officers : Henry E. Cobb, president ; 
Joseph Byers, vice-president; Marcus 
Morton, treasurer; Edward H. Mason, 
clerk; Mrs. Mary C. i^vans, matron; 
Lewis H. Bacon, Joseph Byers, 
Henry E. Cobb, Calvert Crary, George 
H. Ellis, Frank Fanning, Mrs. Ellen 
P. Kimball, Mrs. Mary R. Martin, E. 
H. Mason, Albert Metcalf, Mrs. J. C. 
Melvin, Marcus Morton, Edward L. 
Pickard, Miss Abby Spear and Edgar 
W. Warren, directors. 

Joseph Byers, Frank Fanning, E. 
W. Warren, Mrs. J. C. Melvin, and 
Miss Abby Spear constitute the ex- 
ecutive committee ;Mrs. Mary R. Mar- 
tin, Mias Abby Spear, Mrs. Ellen Kim 
ball, Albert Metcalf and Lewis H.

The following will prove of interest 
to Graphic readers : 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE’S RE- 
PORT. 

The executive committee of the 
Newton home for aged people here- 
w ith submit their third annual report 
of the management of the home dur- 
ing the year. We have held twelve 
regular meetings, when all bills have 
been examined, approved and other 
matters of interest discussed and 
acted upon. An official record of 
these meetings has been kept by the 
clerk of the committee. The visit- 
ing of the inmates by members of 
the committee has been faithfully 
kept up, so that the members thereof 
have been kept in close touch with 
the inmates. A few days after our 
annual meeting. Miss Harriett Par- 
ker was taken seriously ill, every- 
thing was done for her that could be, 
but she lived only a day or two, and 
died Feb. 12th. The funeral was held 
at the home and she was buried at 
Forest Hills. She had been an inmate 
of the home a little more than a year, 
with her sister occupied the large 
Converse room. On May 16th Mrs. 
Hannah Pierce, while prepaiingto 
spend the day with friends, dropped 
to the floor in her room, and before 
aid could reach her, she expired. The 
funeral was at the home and the 
burial at Mt. Hope. Mrs. Pierce shared 
with her sister the double Melvin 
room. Mr. Colburn, who as under- 
taker. officiated at both of these 
funerals, is entitled to our thanks for 
his services freely rendered. The 
death of these two inmates, the first 
in the home, has brought us face to 
face with what we may expect at al- 
most any time in a family of 12 or 
15 people as old as most of the in- 
mates are. It has brought also the 
question of the possibilities of getting 
two elderly ladies, who had no family 
ties, and little or no acquaintance 
with each other to room together. A 
change about of the men in the home 
made it possible to divide the Wilder 
room in the centre, thus making two 
rooms. It was found also that the 
Melvin room could be divided. No 
new beds or bedding would be re- 
quired, a few pieces of furniture only 
would be needed. The matter was 
fully discussed, and a consultation 
with the home trustees was had and 
their assent obtained. The work was 
then started and soon completed. 
Miss Sarah Parker, who was left alone 
in the Convervse room, decided to 
take one of the new and smaller 
rooms, so as to be by herself. Miss 
Harriett Bacon, who was left alone in 
the Melvin room, kept one of the 
rooms into which it was divided. The 
other Wilder room is occupied by Miss 
Elizabeth Webster, who entered the 
home, Aug. 1901. The other Melvin 
room is occupied by Mrs. Rebecca 
Crosbiey, who entered the home Jan. 
1902. There are now in the home 13 
inmates 10 women and 3 men. Two 
have died, tw*o have been admitted 
and one by unanimous vote of the di- 
rectors was dismissed. Applications 
are coining in every little while, hut 
us there are no vacant rooms, except 
the large Converse room, and which 
does nut readily admit of division, the 
application, if taken by the commit- 
tee, can only be placed on tile in the 
order received if it were possible for 
ns with our beautiful situation and 
ample grounds to enlarge our house 
the benevolent purposes for which the 
home was established, might be great- 
ly extended and hearts made glad that 
look forward into tlie future with 
gloomy forebodings. It was thought 
best by the committee to keep a fesv 
hens, and a house has been made for 
their accoinmodation, and we hope 
by another year to be able to give a 
good renurt fur the outlay on this ac- 
count. The report of the matron has 
been handed into the coniiiiittee, and 
we cop^ briefly such parts of it as 
we believe will be of interest to the 
directors. The total expenses of the 
maintenance of the home are $3712. H2, 
divided as follows:

The first whist match ever played! i 
However, the mind need not travel 
back over several hundred years, to 
what Dr. Pole calls the “primitive 
era’’ of the game. There may possi- 
bly have been contests for supremacy 
at straight whUt between rival ergani” 
zations in those days, but modern 
players would not consider them as 
being or having been, matches un- 
less the cards held by each side 
were precisely equal in value. 

The first real match was played about 
fifteen years ago, at the Commercial 
Hotel of this city, between the Chi- 
cago Duplicate Whist club, the first 
dupliciate club in existence, and the 
Aurora “All-Star” club, consisting 
of tivelve players onlj*, selected as 
the best in that famous little whist 
c;nter. 

Whist trays were as yet unknown, 
and, instead, Mitchell’s cards were 
used— the first device invented for 
playing in duplicate. These cards 
were prepared for the four suits, and 
the player recorded each card as he 
played it. The cards were gathered in 
tricks as at straight whist, and at the 
close of the deal the score svas record- 
ed, after w*hich each player picked out 
the cards, which had composed his 
hand. The number of deals which 
could be played in a given time was 
naturally quite limited. 

At the conclusion of the match the 
Chicago players seemed to have won 
handily, except for the tremendous 
scores made by one of the Aurora 
teams on a single deal, which gave 
the All-Star aggregation a lead of 
one trick. The correctness of the 
score was questioned and the deal re- 
played. A warm discussion then en- 
sued as to the merits of the opening 
lead by Constantine, which load was 
mainly responsible for the heavy 
gain of Aurora, and it was agreed by 
all the other players, on both sides, 
that his play was wrong, and the re- 
sultant gain merely a bit of unde- 
served luck, and the Aurora players, 
though jubilant, were willing to ad- 
mit that they won on a fluke.

The Rev. George T. Smart of 
Manchester, Vt., who has recently 
accepted a call to the Congregational 
church of Newton Highlands, occupied 
the pulpit of that church last Sunday 
morning for the first time as its 
pastor. 

In spite of the disagreeable weather 
he was greeted by a large number of 
his new parishioners, who accorded 
him a most cordial welcome. 

His text was from Cor. II, 12-1 : 
“I must needs glory, though it is not 
expedient; but I will come to visions 
and revelations of the Lord.” 

He said, “Paul, the Apostle is the 
truest Humanist, not because he loves 
the externals of learning; but because 
he delights in experience and its 
meaning. And of this he had two or- 
ders when generally men only have 
one, — the order of the inner life as 
he broke from dogmatic authority, 
and the order of a singularly event- 
ful career. From these experiences 
he learned much. The inner strug- 
gle made him sympathetic with men; 
the outer events furnished material 
for glory. 

“Glory wasa characteristic of Hebrew 
life even in its shame: but Paul was 
more than a Hebrew. As a Christian 
he refrained ftotn glorying, though 
his life made him a wonder. He 
simply notes it as a mark of God’s 
providence and moves on to advanced 
positions. 

“One of these was vision. And 
here he grows modern, as the Old 
Testament prophets grow modern. 
Darmestetes was right in saying they 
were to have the vogue of the boule- 
vard. And vision with Paul meant 
an unlimited church, and word-wide 
sympathy. 

But he comes also to revelation, 
which is one stage further. On the 
whole it may be set down as vision 
plus personality. Revelation always 
comes through personality. General- 
ly it is vision applied to life. 

What does this mean to men if they 
accept the doctrine of Paul? They 
need not flee from experience, — in a 
scientific age they cannot, — they can 
keep it in mind as a mark of God’s 
providence: but they can move on to 
vision. Then cumes the Christian 
thought of the world and life as a be- 
coming world attd not a (queer) one, 
with inaii 3 ' new interpretations result- 
ing, as well as new powers and de- 
lights. And as they take the further 
step of coming to revelation,— apply- 
ing vision to life, — they no lunger 
have the sting of matttrity in feeling 
that the best tlung^s wc determined 
are far behind us. Above all thc^' 
miss tlie tragic experience of seeing 
the fair face of the Christ and then 
going back to the prodigal’s life.”

Words ol Praise. 

The following extract from a re- 
cent issue of the Winchester Press, 
written by a former resident of New- 
ton, will have a peculiar interest to 
the friends of the movement to deco- 
rate the various school buildings in 
this city : 

“A visit to a Newton school last 
Saturday by special courtesy brings 
that city to mind, the. different wards 
of which reminded one so much of 
Winchester. Tweiit 3 ’-five years ago 
a goodly number of engravings were 
sent about to the different buildings 
there as a special act on the part of 
the school board, we think. The high 
school has always been in receipt of 
works of art as elsewhere illustrative 
of its studies. Within a few years, 
however.a great deal has been accom- 
plished in all grades.b.y the ingenuity 
and enthusiasm of different neighbor- 
hoods. For instance, in one school, 
presumably in one of the wealthirer 
wards, one thousand dollars repre- 
sents what has been done to encourage 
a knowledge of and love for art. 

Singularly enough, in point of 
merit and general effect, the school 
ranking next is in a locality that 
might be regarded the least wealthv. 

The ways and means employed to 
bring about such a result in the lat- 
ter case have been varied. A lecture 
or entertainment planned by the mas- 
ter, a lawn party given on school 
grounds by a funner teacher, a whist 
party by the assistants, added now 
and again to the beautiful pictures, 
adorning the rooms. A notable col- 
lection from a public spirited woiu«u 
for whose husband the school was 
nanieil.helpetl wonderfully. 

The Perry pictures are very much 
in evidence in this building vlsitet!, 
sp^imeiis of birds and bird picture'!^ 
with inuen material sug'gcstive oi 
nature study, the frozen yanl garden, 
fur iiistaiite, cabinets for minerals, 
little libraries of books place*l invit- 
ingly here and there as well as piles 
of books from the pubBc library, all 
these hints of w,>rk reminded one ot 
our own school life here. Much care 
and system have been shown in the 
selection and hanging of the Newton 
pictures, many *>f which were of 
special importation. clever scheme 
is the moving about through the 
rooms of the pictures, thus confering 
equal benefit and pleasure fiuall.v. 

Nut lung ago the parents wore in- 
vited to meet the teachers and inspect 
the collection, placed for the time 
being ill the hall. This pr*ivevl to be 
a delightful social affair, helU^iu a 
veritable picture gallery.”

As is shown by the accompanying 
cut Newton is to have a handsome 
addition to its school buildings in the 
proposed structure on Ash street, 
Auburndale. 

The main dimensions of the build- 
ing are 130 ft. by 65 ft. 

The building contains eight stand- 
ard class rooms located on the south 
side of the building, two recitation ‘ 
rooms in the projecting wing at the 
right of the front, and a kindergarten I 
class room with dressing room, and 
master’s and teachers’ rooms in the 
wing on the left. The assembly hall 
in the third story will seat 400 people 
on the floor and 30 on the stage, with 
dressing rooms and lavatories adjoin- 
ing. The basement contains play- 
rooms for boys and girls, lavatories, 
and rooms for the heating plant. 

The class and recitation rooms are 
equipped with closets and cabinets 
for the storage of books and other

Uf the three new school buildings ! 
which the city has in process of erec- 
tion. the first to be completed will be j 
the, 534,000 structure at Thompson- 
ville. Newton Centre. It occupies a 
site on Langley road near Florence 
street. It is about half finished. 
Not until June will it be ready for 
furnishing and in September for oc- ^ 
cupancy. i 

The plans are those of architect 
Walter R. Forbush, whose intention 
has been to combine utility, simplici- 
ty and economy. Particular attention 
has been paid the heating and light- 
ing, with much consideration for the 
kindergarten, as there will be a num- 
ber of all .grades, including kinder- 
garten, primary and grammar. 

The new building has a 60 foot 
front and a dejjlh of liXJ feet. It i.s 
of two stories and has a southerly ex- 
posure. 

Provision is made for six class- 
rooms. three on each floor. There 
are live recitalimi rooms. Three of 
these latter will be on the first floor 
anil two on the second . The second 
floor will also have a teacher’s room. 
Of those rooms on the first floor, one 
classroom ami one recitation room 
will be reserved for the kindergarten. 

In the basement there will be, in 
addition to the sanituries and boiler 
room, a playroom and two rooms for 
the storage of bicycles. 

The interior will be finished m 
ash. There will be, in the several 
rooms, cabinets of glass sliding d jors 
for books, maps, etc. The black- 
boards will be of slate. The stair- 
cases will be of iron and the ward- 
robes. which will occupy part of the 
corridors, will be of metalic compo- 
sition. 

The scheme of the exterior con- 
struction is of brick, with stone trim- 
mings. The basement stone wall is 
of block, and tlic roof is of Breen 
slate.

Tloston, Feb. 12. 

The next five or nix weeks will see 
nn ^Immense lutmber of committee 
hcarinK's, while from day to day the, 
sessions of the House and Senate will 
increase in len^^th until by and by; 
with most of the matters of Interest 
reported, the proceedinpfa of the two 
branches will replace committee hear- 
ings as the matters of most impor- 
tance. 

Today the metropolitan afTairs com- 
mittee meets in joint session with 
the committee on election laws to 
consider questons in regard to the 
constitution of the Boston city gov- 
ernment; one being for a change in 
the method of nomination and elec- 
tion of the Mayor; another a sug- 
gestion for an alderman at large; 
and a third, the consolidation of the 
Boston boards of aldermen and com- 
mon council in a single board. On 
Friday the metropolitan committee 
sits again, to take up the question 
of damages caused by rebuilding 
Broadway bridge In Boston, and also 
a "question of great interest to the 
Boston business men, (many of whom 
live in Newton and will be heard for 
or against the measure), for a direct 
level avenue between Fort Point 
Channel and the Charles River 
through the wholesale district, the 
bill providing for the extension of 
Broad street as this avenue. It seems 
as though the question of relieving 
the congestion in the Boston busi- 
ness district never would be satisfac- 
torily settled. The millions of dol- 
lars which have been expended thus 
far in securing rapid transit through 
the construction of the subway, the 
building of the elevated railway, the 
great Charlestown bridge, and widen- 
ing the streets which approach that 
bridge, and the North Station, have 
thus far proved quite inadequate to 
meet the needs of the millions who 
come to Boston on business and 
pleasure every week. If President 
J. Richard Carter of the associated 
boards of trade and the other public 
spirited men who have joined with 
him in the efforts to suggest an ade- 
quate remedy for the situation in 
which business Boston finds herself 
only succeed in hitting upon the right 
scheme, we shall be fortunate indeed. 
Of course, the serious trouble is that 
altogether too much business is 
crowded into a comparatively small 
space, and the gradual extension of 
the retail trade through Boylston and 
other streets into the Back Bay is a 
great help in the solution of some of 
these problem. The wholesale dis- 
trict, however, persists in staying 
just where it has been for so many 
rears, and in order to relieve Wash- 
ington and Devonshire streets it is 
absolutely necessary that a wide ave- 
nue, paved to accommodate heavy 
teaming, must be provided. Atlantic 
avenue helped the situation for many 
years, — and one almost smiles now to 
look back to the da)** when the elder 
Josiah Quincy first proposed that At- 
lantic avenue shouJd be constructed 
and the horror which his suggestion 
caused. The Josiah Quincys of today 
are represented in such men as Mr. 
Carter, who with prophetic eye scan 
the situation aud seek to find a 
remedy for the serious congestion 
which exists and <the more serious 
conditions which threaten 

Mayor Weeks has petitioned for nn 
act changing the term of office of the 
mayor of the city of Newton to two 
years. As Newton usually re-elects 
her Mayor and always seems to get a 
man of high character and executive 
ability for the position, it w'ould seem 
that there is a certaLu amount of wis- 
dom^in the suggestion that she follow 
the exan)ple of Medford and Boston, 
and have a two year term,. As the 
bill petitioned for provides that the 
present Mayor shall hold ofH9e for the 
term for which he was elected and 
at the next annual election the Mayor 
shall be elected as provided iti the 
foregoing amendment. 

Mayor Weeks has also asked for 
legislation to provide that the board 
of assessors of Newton shall consist 
of the chairman and three assessors, 
the chairman to be appointed for the 
term of three vears and the other as- 
sessors first appointed for the term 
of one, two and tliree years respec- 
tively, thereafter for three years, 
while assistant assessors shall be ap- 
pointed for the term of one year 
each. The bill further provides that 
the term of office of the present as- 
sessors and assistant assessors shall 
terminate upon the first day of Feb- 
ruary 1903. It has to be pnuumed that 
the expression *‘shall be appointed” 
will be generally understood to refer 
to the Mayor, as the appointing power 
but doubtless if there is any possibili- 
ty of misunderstanding, the bill 
when reported can be changed so as 
to make this point clear, or perhaps 
City Solicitor Slocum relies upon 
some provision of the charter that 
the Mayor shall make alt appoint- 
inents to cover the apparent omission. 

Representative Dana, as chuirniun 
of the committee on insurance with 
Kepreseiitative Bartlett, house chair- 
man of the public service committee, 
joined ill reporting the bill to trans- 
fer the powers and duties of the state 
fire marshal to the district police. The 
bill creates a new departiuentof the 
district police to be called the fire 
marshal's department. Alt of the olfi- 
cers in the department are to hold 
office for a term of three years, and 
are to be appointed by the Governor, 
these officers being a deputy chief, 
(who is to have all tlie powers and 
duties heretofore conferred and im- 
posed upon the state fire marshal, 
and the charge of the department un- 
der the direction of the Chief,) and a 
chief aid, six additional aids, a clerk 
and a stenographer. The law, if 
enacted, is to take effect May 1st. 
There is no doubt whatever of tlie 
passage of the legislation. 

As chairman of the insurance coiii- 
inittee, Representative Dana has 21 
bills and petitions referred to him, 
while undoubtedly a number of 
measures may result from the an- 
nual report of ti)e insurance com- 
missioner when it reaches the com- 
mittee. There are, however, noth- 
ing like the amount of difficult prob- 
lems which in past years have been 
before sucessive insurance committees. 


Afl a member of the House judiciary 
committee, Mr. Dana has fourteen 
matters to consider, while as one of 
the joint judiciary conjmittec he has 
eighty-eight. 

Mr. Bullard, tlic chainti.an of the 
railroad committee, has thus far put 
twcnly-lwo matters in his docket. 
The railroad measures, however, are 
ait of them of considerable importance, 
and undoubtedly the committee will 
have plenty to do before the session 
ends. Today, the committee sits 
jointly with the street railway com- 
mittee on the Governor’s recommen- 
dation that a part of the expense of 
abolishing the expense of grade cross- 
ings shall be paid by street railways, 
a matter upon which Mr. William H. 
Cooiidge of your city has already ad- 
dressed them at a previous hearing, 
pointing out the importance of the 
changes recommended. Tomorrow 
the question of compulsory issuance 
of monthly tickets at the same pro- 
portionate rate as is now charged for 
three months’ tickets will be heard 
by the committee. The question of a 
new union passenger station in Wor- 
cester, will come up later, as will also 
that of additional facilities for hand- 
ling railroad freight in Boston, five 
cent fares within five miles of both 
terminal stations in Boston and other 
important measures in the railroad 
committee’s dockets. MANN.

Washing:ton Letter. 

Wanhlngton, Fob. in, I'.NKi 

In an interview which Senator Or- 
ville H. Platt granted to your corres- 
pondent yesterday, in the Marble 
Room of the Senate, he confirmed 
the rumor that he is favorably dis- 
posed towards the President’s wish 
to grant reciprocal concessions to 
Cuba, 111 the following language : ”I 
am a thorough believer in the doc- 
trine of protection and have so warm- 
ly advocated it as to have been 
charged with being a partisan; I am 
in favor of granting certain conces- 
sions to Cuba in return for similar 
concessions from the Island. I believe 
that such concessions can be granted 
without serious detriment to American 
industries and with material benefit 
to American foreign markets. The 
granting of reasonable concessions 
would, in my opinion, greatly bene- 
fit the trade of both countries. With- 
out receding one iota from my posi- 
tion as a sincere protectionist, I be- 
lieve that at the present time protec- 
tion is in danger of greater injury 
from its friends who hold out for im- 
moderate and unnecessary duties than 
from the open advocates of free 
trade.” The Senator refused to go 
into further details in regard to the 
policy to be pursued in dealing with 
Cuba, but his position as cliairman 
of the Senate committee on Relations 
with Cuba makes his statement a 
sufficient guarantee of the position 
which the Senate will adopt in regard 
to the matter. 

There ia.no doubt that the majority 
of the House committee on Ways and 
Means is opposed to granting any 
concessions to Cuba, nevertheless the 
knowledge that the Senate is sure lo 
do so may serve to induce the leaders 
in the House to take some such action 
rather than permit the Senate to 
overrule its decision and take the 
initiative in so important a matter. 
Judge Page Morris of Minnesota has, 
however, formulated a plan for grant- 
ing the necessary relief to Cuba 
which is commanding unusual atten- 
tion from the members of the House, 
and which he believes will meet all 
the demands of the President and at 
the same time avoid the danger to the 
best sugar interests which might 
result from a straight reduction of 
25 per cent, on raw Cuban sugar. 
Speaking on the subject yesterday, 
Judge Morris said, ”My bill is in- 
tended to obviate the difficulties 
which have seemed inevitable if we 
accept either horn of the dilemma. It 
deals only with the sugar problem 
which seems to me the moat impor- 
tant. Its chief provision is an in- 
crease of the duty on raw sugar, 96 
degrees proof.from 1.685 to 1.844 cents 
a pound, accompanied by a rebate to 
be paid to the Cuban planters of 33.3 
per cent. This would, in my judg- 
ment, divide the burden of relief to 
Cuba between the whole people and 
the refiners, or in other words the 
Sugar Trust. It would mean a slight 
increase in the cost to consumers, 
but only a slight one.aiid tlie balance 
would be paid by the Trust. I figure 
that the increase of duty would re- 
sult in ail increase of revenue from 
sugar duties of about 35,000,000, one 
half of which we would return tu the 
Cuban planters. I think that tpiitu 
possibly this arraugenient ought to 
be ,made only temporarily, say for 
two years, as that would be long 
enough to tide the Cubans over their 
present difliculties and give them a 
good financial start.'’ 

From a careful canvass of the 
members of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee 1 believe I am safe in saying 
that the greatest obstacle to action 
favorable to the President’s wishes in 
regard to Cuba Is Representative 
Babcock of Wisconsin and his follow- 
ing who, it is feared by the commit- 
tee, svould seize upon an)' measure 
looking to reciprocity with Cuba as a 
vehi<ele to which to attach amend- 
ments which would be in the nature 
uf a tariff revision. Mr. Babcock 
attempted to do this in committee and 
lost by a narrow majority and he as- 
serts that he will make the attempt 
again on the floor of the House. If 
the leaders can perfect a rule which 
will obviate this danger there is 
every reason to expect that the com- 
mittee will report a reciprocal measure 
in the ucur future. 

In the Senate tliis week some ex- 
citing scenes occurred during the 
consideration of the Philippines bill 
wliich bus not yet been passed. The 
democrats taking the ground that the 
measure is a sanction of ’'imperialism' 
are contesting it at every point and 
delivering long haratigiies which it 
is said they hope will stand as a basis 
for the uext ennipatgn. So violent 
and unreasonable have been some uf 
their protestations that Senator Fora- 
ker recently felt called upon to iiiform 
Senator Tillniaii that if it were not 
for his imuiunity as a United States 
Senator lie would be indictable under 
the law against treason. As a mat- 
ter of fact the democratic course is 
open to tlie severest cuudemnation. 
The insurgents are, according to 
Judge Taft’s testimony before the 
Philippine committee, little more 
than brigands and the democrats are 
pursuing a systematic course of en - 
coiiragemeiit of an enemy in open 
revolt against the authority of this 
government. Nothing more unpatri- 
otic could be imugitied tliun the 
course of the democratic side of the 
Senate at a time when their cheerful 
acquiescence would result In the im- 
inediute end uf the strife and perhaps 
save the lives of hundreds of Auieri- 
caii boys who are fighting in support 
of their cuuniry and their flag.

HAD NARROW ESCAPE.

A domestic employed by Mrs. W. 
H, Lcatherbcc of 29 Hillside aveiute. 
West Newton, narrowly escaped be- 
ing burned to death shortly after 6 
last Friday evening. To Joshua H. 
Roberts, a West Newton expressman, 
and an assistant employed by him. 
the young woman owes her life. 

About 6.20 the young woman had 
occasion to enter a small closet in 
search of a kitchen utensil. The gas 
fixture at the finther end of the 
closet failed to work automaticallv, 
and the young woman used a piece 
of lighted paper. 

She threw it on the floor and its 
flame came in contact with a quantity 
of kerosene that had leaked from a 
barrel. In an instant the closet was 
in flames. 

The young woman’s cries were 
heard by Mr. Roberts and his helper 
who were delivering a bundle at the 
Leatherbee house at the time. Real- 
izing that there was no other means 
of egress, the men dashed through 
the flames, which had attained alarm- 
ing proportions, and dragged the 
young woman from the closet. The 
trio suffered a severe scorching, but 
were not seriously injured. 

Considerable of the woodwork in 
the closet and adjoining room was 
burned but the blaze was pretty well 
extinguished before the arrival of the 
firemen, who responded on a still 
alarm. 


Mr. Gilman Dissents. 

Hon. Gorham D. Gilman, for seven 
years consul general in Boston for 
the Hawaiian government, says that 
recent statements about the affairs 
in the Hawaiian Islands are not justi- 
fied by facts. He claims the state- 
ment that Governor Dole of Hawaii, 
is not regarded as tactful, and that he 
is too self-assertive, and unconcilia- 
tory in dealing with the natives is 
wrong, as Governor Dole is well 
liked b)' the natives. 

Concerning the division of oflices 
between Americans and natives, Mr. 
Gilman says: ‘‘Two recent appointees 
of Governor Dole, namely, \V. H. 
Wright, treasurer, and E. S. Boyd, 
commissioner of public lands, are of 
native blood. The president of 'the 
Senate and the Speaker of the House 
are also natives, and the natives are 
well represented in the attorney gen- 
eral’s department, among the district 
magistrates and In the militia and 
police.” Mr. Gilman asserts that the 
kings of Hawaii rarely put natives in 
high office. Further, Mr. Gilman 
says that the opposition to Governor 
Dole is largely from Engishmen and 
Royalists, who are opposed to Ameri- 
can ideals more than they are to the 
government of Hawaii. It is simply 
a ease of the outs wanting to get in, 
and the best people of Hawaii favor 
the present government. Mr. Gilman 
agrees that the political affairs of 
Hawaii are unfortunate, but is certaih 
that a change would be more unfortu- 
nate.

THIS LUCE BILL. 

The scheme of direct nominations 
by primary elections introduced by 
Representative Luce, contains many 
meritorious features. Newton, which 
has adopted the so-callcd Boston Cau* 
cus Act, and refused to repeal such 
adoption ought to be heartily in favor 
of the new measure. 

The bill abolishes the caucus as it 
is known in cities and towns otitside 
the pale of the Australian ballot, and 
substitutes a caucus very similar to 
that now in vogue in this city. 

Important exceptions are the exten- 
.sion of voting to the several precincts, 
and the provision for direct nomina- 
tions for every odice excepting for 
state officials. For these officers the 
delegate system is continued, the 
voter marking for several delegates as 
at present. 

It will thus be seen that the ballot 
will be both direct and delegate, an 
objection but not very serious. 

The primary election is for all par- 
ties. the voter declaring his choice as 
he enters the polling place. A very 
objectionable feature is that requiring 
new voters to declare their party 
preference at the time of registra- 
tion under penalty of loss of right 
to vote at a primary. This provision 
is unjust unless every one is required 
to register over again. 

The chief objection to the bill how- 
ever, will come from those cities and 
towns where the Boston caucus act is 
not in force, on the ground of ex- 
pense. The cost of an election in 
this city is no sn:all figure and when 
the additional expense entailed by 
the bill on poorer communities, is 
realized, its defeat is almost certain. 

It is perfectly true however, that 
the idea of direct nominations is 
poptilar and growing every day, and 
while the Luce bill is probably more 
radical than present public sentiment 
will stand, it will undoubtedly be 
the goal which will ultimately be 
reached. 

For the present, it would seem as 
if legislation authorizing such cities 
as have accepted the Boston caucus 
act. t(. make direct nominations un- 
der its provisions, would not only be 
a step in the right direction, but 
would educate the people to the value 
of the principle, and open the waj* 
to its final e.xtension to .stale officers.

“The Races of Europe, a Sociologi- 
cal Study,’’ by Professor W. Z. Rip- 
ley', of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, has just been “crowned” ; 
by the award of the Prix Bertillon by I 
the Societe d’Aiithropoligie of Paris. 
This prize was founded by the Bertil | 
Ion brothers, one of whom is well i 
known the world over as the inventor* 
of the Bertillon system for the iden 
tification of criminals for the en- 
couragen’.imt of research. It is award- 
ed every three years, opcji to competi- 
tion in all countries, fur the best 
original contribution to the science of 
populations. The award this year, 
the first in America, is mad? jointly' 
to Professor Riplev and Dr. Cauder- 
ller of Paris.author of a work entitled , 
“The Laws of Population.” “The 
Races of Europe” has already been 
accorded honors in other European 
countries, the author having been in- 
vited to deliver the Huxley Memorial 
Lecture before the Anthropological In- 
stitute of Great Britain at London 
this year, as well as elected to honor- ' 
ary membershi]) in other learned so- 
cieties in France, Italy and Holland. 
His work has been reptiblislied in 
England, and a French translation is 
now under way. Professor Ripley 
goes to Harvard University as pro- 
fessor of economics next year. 

The fifth annual lecturer of “The 
Cercle Francuis del ’Universite Har- 
vard” is M. Huguos Le Roux. The 
subject of his course of eight lectures 
before the. Harvard Cercle Fruncais 
is “The French Novel and French 
Society.” These lectures will be 
given on February 12th. 14th, 17th, 
19th, 21st. 24th, 26th, and 28th, at 
Sanders Theatre, Cambridge. Mr. 
lliigues Le Roux was born at Havre, 
November 2Jrd, 1860, of an old Nor- 
man family of ship-owners. He has, 
himself, in a book which is the 
chronicle of his youth, told the rela- 
tions that his family hud, regularly, 
for above a cejitury, with the United 
.States. By liis mother’s side he was 
related to General Guurguiid, who ac- 
companied Napoleon to St. Helena, 
and <iuurgau<l-Dugazuit, the actor, 
who tlourislicd toward the end of the 
XVIII century and was so conspicuoiit, 
in the literary history of )ns time.

Le Roux, which has made of him 
not only a man of letters but a man 
of action, a writer and an explorer. 
In his childhood M. Hugues Le Roux 
had known Flaubert who was an in- 
timate acquaintance of his family'. At 
18, while finishing his studies for the 
licentiate degree of philosophy, ruin 
having befallen his family, he was 
plunged into the struggle for ex- 
istence and became secretary to 
Alphonse Daudet. He married at 23, 
full of confidence in his own energy, 
and then began one of the most cu- 
rious lives that a modern man has 
lived. M. Hugues Le Roux started 
in literature with the principle that 
a writer, before he gives form to his 
own experience, should know every 
mood an mode of human activity. He 
herforc inaugurated an encompassing 
iiiqui«*y on his contemporaries, and, 
in less than twenty years, it has led 
to the publication of thirty-three 
volumes. Great as M. Hugues Le 
Roux’ successes have been as a jour- 
nalist. novelist, sociologist, dramat- 
ist, &c., it is as a conversationalist, and 
orator that he is particularly ap- 
preciated in France.

Importing Tailors, 


Local Tie-Up, Cars Blockecf, 
Many Kicks, Nature Mocked- 


All those who calmly viewed the 
highly pleasing spring-like weather 
conditions of last Sunday and re- 
joiced that the backuotie of winter 
had been broken, hastily concluded 
that they had another guess coming 
on Monday. The breakfast bell was 
its prelude and though for eight or 
ten hours previous the high winds 
had been capering about fantastically 
nobody had supsected anything. 

The swiftness with which all man- 
ner of traffic was temporarily pot 
out of business was enough of a 
shock to cause all patriots to forget 
that Prince Henry had started for 
this country and the anticipator^' 
hosoitable smiles gave way to blank 
amazement. 

Beginning about 7.10 a. m. and 
continuing with unabated fury until 
late in the afternoon a snow storm, 
whose like has not been seen since 
the November gale of 1898 or the one 
in February 1899, piled eight solid 
inches of heavy, wet snow on help- 
less mother earth and made every- 
body groan for mercy. 

Newton is as fortunate a city as 
exists in the word. Of course it 
does more than “exist” ordinarily, 
but the world is not misapplied in 
describing conditions last Monday. 

STREET RAILWAYS. 

It was a stiff, up-hill fight that the 
trans-city lines as well as those run- 
ning to Boston, encountered. Like 
everything and everybody else they 
were totally unprepared for the big 
fall of snow. Their efforts, how- 
ever, were creditable and more or less 
successful. 

The Wellesley A Boston, between 
Nonantum square, Newton, and New- 
ton Lower Falla made a brave fight 
in connection with the Newton street 
railway and happily cars were run- 
ning with as much frequency as 
could be expected. Communication 
was not cut off between the villages 
on the north aide nor with Waltham, 
via the main Hoe. 

The Newton A Boston between 
Needham and Watertown was con- 
siderably crippled as was the Newton 
Centre line. Occasional cars were 
run with the aid of plows and sand- 
cars but the travel was light and 
equally uncertain. A plow belonging 
to this company left the rails late in 
the afternoon near the Woodward 
street turnout, Newton Highlands and 
by its own weight was hurled over 
an embankment. There was no one 
hurt. This accident was in a measure 
responsible for the delav in clearing 
the tracks of the main line. 

The Crafts street line, between the 
Waltham line at Calvary cemetery 
and Chestnut Hill was off its schedule 
but by late in the evening had re- 
stored things to normal conditiotts. 

The Commonwealth avenue line 
was in good shape, all things consid- 
ered. and lost but little time. The 
same was true of the Newton street 
railwas' cars between Auburudale 
square and Waltham. 

The new Lexington line from Xo- 
nantum square, Newton, to Waltham, 
by wav of Eemis and Nonantum, 
braved the heavy drifts for a time but 
was crippled throughout the evening. 

By all night work, which continued 
until after 1 a. in. Tuesday, all lines 
were in good running shape and 
travellers had no complaints. 

The Boston Elevated did exception- 
ally well by the patrons of its Brigh- 
ton and Cottage Farm line and bar- 
ring an accident in the evening at 
Cottage Farm very little fault could 
be found. 

The Cambridge and Mt. .Auburn 
line was not quite so successful 
though there were enough cars that 
came sufficiently frequent to accom- 
modate patrons. 

DARKNESS REIGNED 
throughout the city .Monday night. 
This was due to the breaking of wires 
that failed to resist the weight of 
the snow. Several circuits were 
shut' off as a precautionary measure 
and others in order that repairs might 
be made. The damage was not as 
severe as might have been expected 
although linemen were very busy and 
had their hands full. The police and 
fire alarm signal service suffered to 
some extent. 

STREETS SNOWBOUND. 

.\lthoiigh the streets were snow- 
bound they were by no means impass- 
able. Strenuous efforts on the part 
of the street department gave pe- 
destrians good footing and made 
travel comparatively easy for vehi- 
cles.

Washington and Lincoln’s j 
Noble Lives. 

Rev. Mr. Hudson's Address at 
Channing Vespers. 

The vesper .service at Chainiing 
church last Sunday called out a large 
and representative congregalion of 
I^cwton people, as well as some visi- 
tors from t’ambridge and Boston. 
The double quartet under charge of 
Mr, Charles Albion Clark gave an ex- 
cellent rendering of the musical pro- 
gram, as published in last week’s 
Graphic, and the service as a whole 
was impressive aud beautiful. 

The subject of Mr. Hudson’s ad- 
dress, “A Comparison of Washington 
and Lincoln,” was especially timely 
coming as it did just between the 
birthday anniversaries of these two 
great men. 

Mr. Hudson spoke of the wide di- 
versity in the origin of the two men, 
and of the striking similarity in the ^ 
development of their careers. This j 
result he ascribed to the fact that the 1 
underlying source of power in the J 
life of each was their fine sense of * 
“loyalty to the highest.” One, ac- < 
cording to authentic records, was a i 
direct descendant of the De Wessing- c 
tons, who. in the county of Durham, i 
had been the strong arm of the throne 1 
of England since the time of the Nor- 1 
man conquest. By birth an aristocrat, < 
he was by education, experience and t 
choice as well as by inheritance a } 
military leader. The other, born and t 
nurtured in the midst of almost hope- i 
less poverty an d obscurity, cherished ' 
ncverthless an unswerving ambition s 
to rise out of his lowly station, and 
take his place in the front ranks of i 
political and professional life. ( 

To each the great temptation of his i 
life came in the line of his greatest < 
strength, and with ample justicfication s 
from any ordinary point of view of i 
moral obiigation. The speaker then ^ 
showed in detail the possibilities : 
which presented itself to Washington s 
at the close of the French Revolution i 
to make for himself a world record as 
a military leader, as Napoleon did a 1 
few years later. He recalled also the < 
fact that Lincoln in his campaign ( 
against Douglas as a candidate for ( 
the United States senate from the : 
state of Illinois, might undoubtedly 1 
have won, had he yielded to the' so- ' 
licitation of his friends to avoid the ] 
one issue which gave to Douglas for 1 
the time a great local advantage, but 1 
which he felt sure would split the 
democaratic party north and south. 1 
and thus save the nation from dis- ' 
ruption. But in the hour of tempta- i 
tion each was saved by his sense of i 
loyalty to the highest. Botli made 
the great renunciation of narrow per- 1 
sonal ambition, and in so doing rose ^ 
to the highest place of honor aqcorded i 
■to earth’s noblest heroes. < 

Mr. Hudson closed with a stirring • 
appeal to young men to let the lesson 
of these lives impel them to cultivate • 
the same sense of loyalty to the high- ' 
est in meeting the need.s and respon- • 
sibilities of our own time. i 

Washington Letter. 

Wasbiogtou, Feb. in, hM)2 | 

The past week in Congress might ' 
be described as “preliminary week” j 
as it w*as devoted to preparation for 
the important bills which are, accord- ’ 
iiig to the program, to be voted upon ^ 
this week. Today the House of Rep- 
resentatives will take up the bill re- 
ported by the Ways and Means Com- 
initte abolishing the Avar revenue 
taxes. If the present program is ^ 
successful a rule will first be adopted 
prohibiting the offering of motions 
during the discussion of the measure 
and limiting the debate to two days. ^

The Wai's and Means Committee 
will today take up the ipie-stion of , 
affording relief to Luba by reciprocity . 

'I'here is a wide di- ] 
versity of opinion as to the u<Ivisa- . 
bility of such a measure and as to 
the means to be employed, if it is ■ 
determined that something innst be ! | 
done. No amount of <|uestioiitng ' ^ 
from Chairman Payne, wliom I saw I . 
this morning, .secured any further 
information than that the Committee ' 1 
would try and determine some means I 
of meeting the President's wishes '* 
without injury to any American in- 
dustry.

era should be turned over to a lot of 
idle dagoes. Today, all the Cuban 
laborers are employed and at good 
wages. They get S23 per month and 
if their sugar industry is further de- 
veloped they will have to import 
Chinese and other cheap labor to do 
it. The fact is that the Cuban sugar 
crop is in the hands of speculators, 
many of them Americans, and that 
the same people have purchased op- 
tions on the crops for some years to 
come. Now they want us to lower 
the tariff in order to increase their 
profits. The laborers and the plant- 
ers will gain nothing from any recip- 
rocal arrangement we may adopt; it 
will all go into the hands of a few 
sugar men.” 

The Senate has varied its regular 
perfo»'mance, “a speech by the demo- 
cratic member on the Philippines 
revenue bill, long enough to give some 
consideration to the permanent cen- 
sus bill during the past week and it 
is believed that both bills will pass 
within a few days. The democrats have 
almost exhausted their oratory on the 
subject and can hardly put off the 
final vote much longer. 

In the consideration of the census 
bill Senator Lodge appeared ns the 
champion of civil service reform by 
opposing the clause of the House bill 
transferring to the classified service 
all of the present employees of the 
Bureau and offered an amendment 
which provided that only those em- 
ployees who would be retained under 
the permanent organization should 
be afforded civil .service protection. 

Senator Mitchell, as predicted in 
these letters some weeks ago, made a 
vigorous plea for his amendment 
making the reduction of the Dingley 
rates 50 instead of 25 per cent, on 
Philippine imports and it is possible 
that so.ne concessions to the views of 
the Pacific coast Senator will be 
made, especially as Senator Foraker 
offered an amendment making the re- 
duction 75 per cent. 

A Senator told me an amusing story 
of a new Western Congressman yes- 
terday. The new member went to 
one of the Departments in search of 
a pamphlet and was directed to the 
document room, which is lined with 
documents for tree distribution. 

“I’m Congressman W — ”he said, 

“and I want Bulletin 10.” A clerk 
handed it to him. Surveying the 
room, and with his thumbs thrust in 
his aruiholes, the member remarked, 
“I guess a Congressman can get 
pretty much anything he wants here.” 
“Oh I yes,” replied the clerk, “we | 
make no discrimination against Con- 
gre.ssmen.” And the member is still 
wondering what he meant.

Police Paragraphs. 

Handicapped by a complete ignorance 
of the English language and no 
knowledge whatever of the geography 
of Newton or Boston Mary Gayctinas, 
a Polish woman of 28 years, had a 
most unpleasant experience last Sun- 
day. In the morning she went to 
Boston but upon starting for her 
brothers* home in Upper Falls, be- 
came confused and boarded a main 
line train on the Boston & Albany 
that left Boston at 2.30 p. ni. Real- 
izing she was on the wrong train and 
that there was no one who could un- 
derstand her tongue the young woman 
became hysterical. Her behavior on 
the train led the people to think that 
she was drunk or had become insane. 
The police were called at the Newton 
depot and Patrolman B. F. Burke 
escorted the woman to police station 
1. The woifian was very much excited 
and although an interpreter addressed 
her in Russian, French and German, 
she could tell nothing more than she 
had a brother in Upper Falls. When 
it came to taking her to police head- 
quarters in the patrol wagon the 
young woman strenuously objected. 
She bitterly fought the officers and 
created quite a scene. Explanations 
however, soon followed a rigid in- 
vestigation and the brother was lo- 
cated. She lived with him. The 
charge of insanity had been preferred, 
and it became necessary to bring the 
young woman into court Monday 
morning. The brother was told by 
Judge Kennedy that his sister might 
accompany him home but that he 
should never allow her to make any 
trip alone unless she had been care- 
fully directed and had her address 
plainly written on a card. 

Between 6.50 Saturday p. m. and 
6.45 Sunday p. m. fotir women were 
placed in custody. This remarkable 
coincidence brought forth an observa- 
tion from Patrolman “Bob” Harri- 
son that “ladies’ days” were becom- 
ing popular with the police depart- 
ment. ^ 

The original “rough house” made 
famous ill song and story, was not a 
marker on the state of affairs that 
existcrl at the home of John J. Quinn 
on F*axoii street.

THE MASON SCHOOL. 

Active steps have been taken this 
week by the many live organizations 
of Newton Centre, to obtain metal 
laths, iron stairs and'a return to tlie 
original plans of the architects as 
to the size of the rear wing. Peti- 
tions have been presented to the city 
government, and a hearing will be 
given on March 11th at City Hall. 

There is no question but what 
Newton Centre has a powerful argu- 
ment in the fact that last year’s al- 
dermen overruled its committee and 
gave the Auburndale school whatever 
benefit there may be in iron stairs 
and metal lathing, and in its char^ 
acteristic inconsistency refused those 
sentimental fixtures for the Mason 
.school. 

It is a curious fact that while it 
was the determination of the aider- 
men' of 1901 to treat both Auburndale 
and Newton Centre impartially in the 
matter of school houses, its votes on 
the matter of architectural competi- 
tion and in the details of construc- 
tion were absolutely at variance with 
each other. Newton Centre secured a 
reversal of the architects’ vote last 
year and now seeks to obtain similar 
construction as Auburndale receives. 

It is a ridiculous statute or inter- 
pretation of a statute which requires 
a convention of the aldermen and 
school committee to call another con- 
vention at which a member of the 
school committee is to be elected to 
fill a vacancy in that body. If a con- 
vention to call a coiiveiitiou is re- 
quired, why is it not also necessary 
to call another preliminary conven- 
tion to call the first one, and so on. 
In the mean time, the people of Warjj 
4. and particularly the Hamilton dis- 
trict, who have a standing grievance 
over the lack of school accommoda- 
tions, are deprived of their represen- 
tition in the school committee. Cut 
the red tape, gentlemen, and fill the 
vacancy. 

It is interetsing to note that the 
recent tirade of Congressman Wheeler 
of Kentucky was on the question of 
granting Aaron C. Badger an increase 
of pension to $30 a month. Inciden- 
tally Mr. Badger got his pension in- 
crea-sed.

MUCH PRAISE 

For Elevated Road During 
Monday’s Storm. 

Brief Extracts From Boston 
Papers. 


The cominentft on the ability with 
which the Boston Elevated Street 
Kailwax" Company handled its service 
during the heavy storm of last Mon- 
dt3*, are iiunieroiis and hearty. We 
reprint editorials from the Boston 
Herald and Boston Journal relating 
thereto: 

THE SNOW AND THE ELEVATED 
SERVICE. 

(From tbo Herald.) 

After passing through two nearly 
snowless winters, the elevated rail- 
way company has again demonstrated 
the perfection of its organization and 
equipment for snow fighting. Many 
of the street railways within the ter- 
ritory covered by the storm were 
more or less seriously tied up, but 
the local system, both surface and 
elevated, was kept open to traffic with- 
out interruption. One can appreciate 
that the results that have been 
achieved are by no means accidental, 
nor could the success have been as 
complete as it has been had not a 
highly perfected organization been 
carefully devised in advance. In fact, 
it may be said that the question of 
supremacy between the storm and the 
railway is commonly settled before 
the first fiake of snow falls. The 
readiness and ease with which the 
elevated road throws out its ploughs, 
men and teams in sufficient numbers, 
and at the right points upon the sur- 
face lines, are evidence of the care- 
ful forethought of the management, 
and the military-like organization 
among its men. Indeed, the efficien- 
cy of the system springs largely from 
the military training and instincts of 
its president; its forces are handled 
and its efforts are directed much as 
are those of an army in the field. 

Another fact which the storm es- 
tablished is, that the elevated lines 
and the service upon them are not 
likely to be interfered with by a snow 
storm, even though it be wet and 
heav3'. Thus the great volume of 
traffic is taken from the surface of 
the streets which become blocked 
with teams that are forced upon the 
railway track by the presence of deep 
snow upon either side of the street. 
As a result of the elevated service, 
suburban passengers were brought in 
town, for the first time after a heavy 
snow storm, with the same speed and 
certainty as though there had been 
no storm. Both the public and the 
road are to be congratulated upon the 
efficiency of the system and its man- 
agement under severely trying con- 
ditions.

I C. Collins, Army Secretary, Yonnpf 
Men's Christian Association. Manila, 
P. I. 

June 19, 1901. 

Mr. R. M. Amistronff. 

167 Tremont St., Boston, Mass. 

Dear Mr. Armstrong: — One item 
' alone will give you some idea of the 
work. Our books show that we have 
lodged nine thousand and fifty-four 
(9054) men in otir dormitories from 
January Ist until date (June 19th, )and 
that is not the total, for wc helped 
' hundreds bv giving them beds that 
are not entered in our accounts, and 
I for lack of room we have turned awav 
hundreds more. We have also cared 
for the soldiers’ money as they have 
had their finals cashed, saving many 
a fellow from a debauch and loss of 
his cash and manhood. We seldom 
have less than ten to fifteen thousand 
dollars on deposit in our safe for the 
fellows. We have had receptions, lec- 
tures, entertainments for the men and 
used every effort to keep them from 
the temptations of a wicked citj*. 

God has placed His seal upon our 
religious work, scores having accept- 
ed Christ in our gospel services. 
Neither have the men doing service 
in other parts of the islands been ne- 
glected, xor besides the work of the 
secretaries at different points where 
we have Association organizations, 
we sent from the Manila headquar- 
ters last month alone, three hundred 
packages of supplies to men on the 
line. In nearly every instance the 
supplies are carefully distributed 
among the troops, being of untold 
value to them in their isolation. Our 
plans have been to reach every place 
occupied by our soldiers in the is- 
lands. We have been receiving sup- 
plies from New York in ten ton lots. 

Besides the work of which I have 
written, there is the most blessed of 
all, the hospital and prison. The op- 
portunity is only limited- by our 
strength and time. “I was sick and 
ye visited me; I was in prison and 
ye came unto me.” 

We remembered the Convention 
Sunday the 16th in Manila by having 
the several pastors speak from their 
pulpits in the morning on Associa- 
tion work, and by holding a Jubilee 
service in our hall in the evening. 
Maj. E. W. Halford, an Association 
veteran, whom you may know per- 
sonally, gave an excellent address, 
and we joined hands and closed our 
service with “Blessed be the Tie 
that Binds.” We felt that we were 
with the great Jubilee in spirit if 
we could not be In the flesh.

My dear Mr. Armstrong: — 

The last month has been an espec- 
ially busy one with me. I was awa 3 ' 
from niv work for some weeks, laid 
up by “overwork” the doctor saj's. 
The long hours ’and heavj' strain were 
too much for me in this climate. I 
took a sea trip with the 11th infan- 
try and visited some of the army sta- 
tions in the Southern Islands, think- 
ing the change would beneUt me, 
but 1 %Tas finally obliged to go to the 
hospital. I regained my strength 
very slowly, but thanks to excellent j 
care and a good constitution,! am now . 
able to do my full quota of the work. * 
I have been alone during August, so 
have had the care of the general as 
well as the local w .>rk. 

We are in the midst of the rainy 
season and if you want to know what 
that means ask some of the men who 
have soldiered in the Philippines and 
“hiked” through rice paddies and 
slent in leaky nipa shack at this 
time of the year. Only those who 
have experienced it can imagine the 
awful lonesomeness of being shut up 
in a nipa barracks in some little 
pueblo for weeks at a time. It is then 
that the supplies from the Young 
Men’s Christian Association are ap- 
preciated. Where stationery can- 
not be had for love or money, and the 
reading matter in the post has been 
passed from man to niuii until fairly' 
worn out. a bundle containing games, 
books, illustrated papers, magazines 
and stationery seems a priceless gift, 
and grown men often act like crazy 
children when the contents of one of 
the packages.are being distributed. 
One of our most valuable concession.s 
is that from the Department of 
Posts, allowing us to frank our sup- 
plies to all parts of the Archipelago. 
During August I have sent a package 
to every cuinpany. troop and detach- 
ment of soldiers in Northern and 
Southern Luzon, nearly 400 in all, 
and witli every package a letter to 
the commanding ollicer, or some ac- 
quaintance who would care fur the 
distribution. This means the distri- 
bution of about 16,000 pieces of read- 
ing matter, and about 100,000 envel- 
opes and note heads, aiul a large 
number of games. It means the 
cheering of thousands of lonesome 
hearts, and it means the receiving 
by thousands of fathers and mothers 
letters from boys that never would 
have written but for our “fiag sta- 
tionery.” 1 have received already 
more than 100 letters of thanks from 
the cumtiianding ofiicers, and yet 
many of the packages have barely 
reached their destinations. 

We are having a splendid local work 
- and our building at 205 Calle Real is 
a veritable beehive of activity. I 
think I have already written you 
about the great number of men who 
sleep in our durmiturics. The fur-

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than 2000 men a month as is oft-times 
done, is a very practical form of 
Christianity in a city like Manila. 
(.)ur gospel services would be an in- 
spiration to Association w'orkers in 
the states. Last evening 's service is 
a fair illustration. Our large hull 
packed with men. scores standing 
about the doors, and as a result, 7 
souls seeking Christ. Husnital visi- 
tations and the gospel services con- 
nected with them, by the Associa- 
tion, is another intensely interesting 
form ot army work. The interest in 
the hospital meetings has been con- 
stantly increasing of late. At Santa 
Hesa last Thursday evening it was 
almost impossible to accommodate 
the crowd. We often sigh for more 
time to devote to this work. 

Ciur reading rooms and library are 
always well patronized. One evening 
1 had a curiosity to know how many 
were using this privilege, and count- 
ed 53 men reading at one time. Of 
course they are constantly coming 
and going. Our weekly meetings 
draw crowds. I think the largest at- 
tendance was at our reception to the 
newly arrived American school teach- 
ers last Wednesday evening. Fully 
lUUd people were present during the 


evening. Prominent American resi- 
dents of Manila, army officers, enlist- 
ed men and teachers mingled in what 
was pronounced by all as the most 
successful affair of the kind ever 
held in the city. The extending of 
the privileges of the Association to 1 
the teachers while in Manila and the : 
"open house” of Wednusduy evening 
has given the Association a warm 
I ))luce in the hearts of these 544) young 
men and women, who are being sent 
to teucii in different parts of the 
islands, and we expect to keep in 
touch with many of them who will 
be stationed in garrisoned towns, 
and through them come in closer 
touch with the soldiers we are unable 
to visit. 

I would nut be surprised if I did 
some work myself in the extreme 
southern islands in a month or two. 
There is great need of our work 
among the troops of the Ilindanuu 
and the Jolo group. It is in the south 
that the active caiii^jaigning is going 
on. The men are isolated and there 
are great possibilities for the army 
secretary there.

The franciiise was granted in spite 
of the almost unanimous protest of 
abuttors and an equally emphatic ob- 
jection signed by 70 busii (b ■ men. 

There is no satisfaction in follow- 
ing the devious windings of this com- 
pany, or its promises profusely made 
today and recklessly broken tomor- 
row. They have three times since 
applied fur e.xtensions of time for 
their first franchise and apparently 
they are not much nearer having cars 
running now than they were two 
years ago. In the meantime, by the 
grace of the Board of Aldermen, they 
have tied up three more streets. They 
have been in a continual wrangle with 
the Superintendent of Streets from 
the first, and siinply because he in- 
sisted on their complying with the 
plainly expressed terms of their bar- 
gain with the city, "rherc was trouble 
beyond Roberts Crossing; there was 
a dangerous condition on Prospect 
street which was only femedied bv 
the deterniiiieil effort of Superinten- 
dent Jones: there is a positive re-

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NEW BELL 

Blessed At Lower Falls 
Catholic Church. 

Large Numbers Witnessed 
The Ceremony. 

The blcBshiff of the new bell at St. 
John’s Catholic church last Sunday 
was a highly interestiinf and impres- 
sive ceremony. It was witnessed by 
the largest congregation that has ever 
filled the edifice. The gathering in- 
cluded many followers of the Catholic 
faith as well as their non-Catholic 
friends from the different Newtons, 
Wellesley, Boston. Watertown and 
other neighboring places. 

The ceremony was performed by 
^Bishop Brady in the absence of 
Arclibishop Williams. Seated within 
the sanctuary were the assisting 
clergymen and a large number of 
priests from differcHt parts of the 
archdiocese of Boston. The new bell, 
which weighs 3100 pounds, was hung 
in a substantial frame within the 
chancel rail. The frame itself was 
festooned with sniilax and white car- 
nations. 

S )le u 1 vespirs was celebrated 
at 3.30 by Rev. Daniel J. Gleason of 
Randolph. The deacons of honor 
were Rev. Philip O’Donnell of St. 
Philip’s church, Roxbury, and Rev. 
Henry A. Sullivan, rector of the 
cathedral, Boston. Rev. a. D. Malley 
Of the ^Vorking Boys’ Home wa^ 
master of ceremonies. 

Following the blessing of the bell 
by Bishop Brady the vesper services 
proceeded. An eloquent sermon was 
delivered by Rev. John J. Ryan of 
St. Paul’s church, Cambridge. 

In the course of his address Fr. 
Ryan spoke of the uses of bells in 
ages past, hosv they sounded the call 
to duty, warned people of impending 
danger, rejoiced at victory and 
mourned as the death knell. The 
bell of a* church occupied a place in 
the heart of every parishioner. From 
youth to age it had its significance 
throughout their entire life. Its mean- 
ing was felt by every true believer 
and should therefore be held in great- 
est/reverence. 

Referring to the reason for the 
ceremonial of the afternoon he said 
that the bell had been given a new 
dignity and that it would be held iu 
sublime memory with the church. 

The new bell, he said, had been 
purified at the altar of God and was 
not to be desecrated. It was what 
might be called a Christian bell. 

This bell of St. John’s church, he 
said, was to be numbered among 
God’s own chimes. It was obedient 
to the will of man upon condition 
that man believe in the faith. 

In conclusion Fr. Ryaii paid a high 
tribute to Fr.

AN ASST. FIRE CHIEF. 

Over two months have now elapsed 
since the sad death of the late As* 
sistant Chief of Fire department, F. 
H. Humphrey, and as yet no steps 
have been taken towards filling the 
vacant position. 

While this is an important office, 
requiring the greatest care and judg- 
ment by the appointing officer, it is 
also too important a matter to be long 
deferred. 

The fire department, as an organi- 
zation, is now dependent upon the life 
of but one man, and the City of New- 
ton has learned by bitter enperience 
during the last eight years that its 
fire officials arc brave to the point of 
recklessness, and view danger with 
contempt. 

It therefor seems advisable to make 
an early appointment to this office, 
not only for the purpose of relieving 
the very efficient chief of department 
from the burden of extra labor which 
he is cheerfully bearing at the pres- 
ent time, but as a wise provision for 
the future. 


THE JURY EIST. 

The posting of the jury list the 
past week by the registrars of voters, 
reminds us of the arbitrary powers 
of those officers in determining the 
panel from which men are drawn to 
serve their country in the jury box. 

It is too bad that the prejudice 
against jury service is so deep rooted 
in this state as to blind the eyes of 
all good citizens to the fact, that 
patriotism is not a virtue to be dis- 
played in times of war, but one that 
makes demands in times of peace as 
well. 

The citizen who does his duty by 
service on a jury, deserves equally 
commendation with his brother who 
serves in the militia.

ganzation or the Congressman of the 
district, regarded the removal of the 
incumbent and the appointment of ; 
another as essential to the success of 
the party come under Uie head of 
‘good politics'?" I asked. "No. I 
believe that in the lung run more in- 
jury is done to the party by the sup- 
planting of one republican by another 
than the reverse. The knowledge , 
that this department made removals 
only for cause would save members < 
of Congress from many grave em- 
barrassments. They are nosv fre- 
quently called upon to decide be- 
tween factions where their decision ' 
is bound to make enemies for them- 
selves and the party. Of course, I 
do not say that I would condemn 
changes where the administration 
changed politically, but under all 
other circumstances, I regard it as 
good government — which means good 
politics — to make changes only where 
the incumbent proves himself unlit 
for the office. I am opposed to the 
principle of ■ paying political debts 
with government positions."

than likriy to have this light all over 
again. Wc do not believe that the 
present Main street franchise to this 
corporation will be approved. What 
arc you going to do about it? 

As opposed to this company, whose 
resources you know nothing about but 
whose honesty has been weighed in 
the balance and found most wretched- 
ly lacking, you have the Boston & 
Suburban Electric Co., owning and 
operating already 82 miles of road 
with a paid up capital of nearly SI, 
500,000, with assets worth over §2, 
0«X>,000, and eqiiipcd with nearly 200 
cars: roads, which, by the last pub- 
lished Railroad Commissioners re- 
port, carried 8,470,752 passengers dur- 
ing the previous year. The Waltham 
Co. never has run a car, if indeed it 
owns one, has no road to run one on, 
has no power house and no method 
for running a car if it had one and a 
continuous track, and its entire a.ssets 
seem to be two interrupted streaks of 
rust, a questionable right of way, 
and unlimited assurance and violated 
promises on the part of those con- 
nected with it.
